Bry-Conn  Developments  Inc.  is  a pro- 
ducer and  distributor  of  silkie  chickens 
and  quail  eggs.  Historically,  the  products 
have  been  sold  primarily  to  the  Chinese 
and  Japanese  communities  however,  non- 
ethnic groups  are  showing  much  curiosity 
in  these  products  due  to  their  unique  char- 
acteristics. Silkies  are  medicinal  birds  that 
are  mixed  with  herbs  in  soups  to  provide 
nutritional  aids  to  pregnant  women,  peo- 
ple recovering  from  surgery,  and  the 
chronically  ill.  Quail  eggs  are  used  in  a 
variety  of  ways  including  soups,  pickling, 
and  deli  trays.  Since  being  incorporated 
in  1994,  this  Adrossan  “family  farm”  com- 
pany has  shown  significant  increase  in 
sales.  Bry-Conn  is  seeking  an  investor  to 
purchase  this  turnkey  operation  for 
$320,000.  This  package  includes  all 
stock,  equipment,  a 1570  square  foot 
home,  plus  many  other  amenities.  The 
purchase  date  is  negotiable.

Approximately  $1 
million  (U.S.)  will  purchase  assets  (cattle, 
embryo,  semen),  establish  a training  and 
marketing  strategy  utilizing  existing 
Agritech  programs  and  pay  for  an  initial 
licensing  fee. 


Canada-China  Joint 
Venture  Dairy  Project 


Eagleridge  Dairy  Products  Inc.,  based 
in  Calgary,  has  extensive  international 
experience  in  dairy  management,  pro- 
duction, marketing  and  processing.  It  is 
in  the  process  of  forming  a dairy  project 
joint  venture  with  the  Tianjin  Farming 
and  Reclaim  Dong  Feng  Industry 
Company  Ltd.  in  China  to  begin  produc- 
tion of  consumer  dairy  products  in  the 
Tianjin/Beijing  region.  Initially  the  com- 
pany will  produce  value-added  milk 
powders  and  baby  formula,  expanding 
to  yogurt,  fresh  milk  and  cheese  upon 
establishing  itself  in  the  market. 
Eagleridge  is  seeking  investment  part- 
ners to  provide  $500,000  in  equity  to 
purchase  the  necessary  equipment  and 
implement  the  marketing  plan.
